Engineer James Walsh, and An Unknown 
Brakeman Killed, and Several Of the 
Trainmen Seriously Injured—Question as 
to Orders Given the Wild Engine—Cale­ 
donia Ageut Says He Gave No Clearance.

running

etruck the DeKalb passenger at 7:50 
this morning. 
The engines collided on a curve and 
reared up together. 
Both boilers burst, and the engines 
toppled over riaewise. the tender of 
the one lying amid the ruins of the 
combination baggage and passenger 
oar. 
Under each engine lay pinioned a 
man, held down by twisted iron, ccal 
and timbers. 
Two men killed instantly, and sev­ 
eral others scalded or crushed 60 badly 
as to Le helpless. 
In this way the results of the wreck 
may be summed up. 
The Dead. 


JAMES WALSH, Baraboo, Wis., engineer on 
train No. 14. killed instantly. Leaves a wife and 
one son in Baraboo. 
UNKNOWN—brakeman on engine No. 36. 
Instantly killed. 
The Injured. 
J. 0. Co n e , Baraboo, fireman on train No. 14, 
badly scalded and crushed about body. 
W. J. Walk er, Baraboo, engineer of engine 
No. 14, badly crushed and scalded. 
G e o r g e D e v i n s , Janesville, conductor on 
train No. 14, ribs broken. 
W i l l i a m W i l l i a m s , Logansville, Wis., fire­ 
man on engine No. 36, left shoulder broken. 
Lives in Logansville, Wis. Unmarried, 
Morris Jones, Janesville, express messen 
ger, shaken up badly but not seriously injured. 
All the Crew Stay Here. 


The wrecked train was the Belvi­ 
dere passenger th at leaves here a t 7 a. 
rn. It is made up lo Janesville and all 
of the crew stay here. 
The wreck 
occurred two miles beyond Rosooe or 
about nine miles south of Beloit. The 
passenger train was on tim e, so the 
accident must have resulted from an 
error in orders given to the light en 
gine 
or else 
m isunderstanding of 
orders by the engine crew. 
The trair w ent out this morning 
la charge of Conductor George Devine 
and w ith Engineer Jam es Walsh and 
Firem an J. 0. Cone in the cab. 
En­ 
gineer 0. E. Sherwood has had the 
run until about a week ago, when he 
took a six months, lay off intending to 
try bis hand a t the laundry business 
in Milwaukee. 
He was around the 
city yesterday bidding goodbye to his 
friends and sooldiog himself for having 
given up his run. 
His aetiou 
doubt­ 
less saved his life, however, as the 
appearance of the wrecked engine at 
Roscoe 
showed how 
impossible it 
would have been for the engineer to 
have escaped. 


Train Was Going Slow 


The train went out of Roscoe on 
time and waB climbing the hill on the 
big curve two miles below Roscoe 
when Engine 36 came in sight run­ 
ning light. 
The passenger train was 
not running fast on account of the 
grade, but the wild engine was mak­ 
ing good time, the engineer realizing 
th a t his time margin for getting into 
Roscoe was small. 
There was just 
tim e 1 o set the air brakes on the pas­ 
senger train before the two engines 
struck. 
The collision occurred almost 
directly under a bridge where a road 
crosses the track. 
The engines went 
up in the air together, then toppled 
over. 
Both boilers burst almost sim ulta­ 
neously. 
Two farm ers were a t the end of the 
bridge when the crash came. 
They 
said the ergines seemed ta be blown 
fairly off the ground. 
The shock 
drove the tender of the passenger 
engine back into the combination car 
its full length. 
How the Trainmen Escaped 
Messenger Morris Jones escaped by 
a miracle. It seemed impossible, after 
viewing the wreck th at anybody could 
have been in the baggage compart­ 


ment and escape. 
His escape was cue 
to the fact that he was In the extreme 
rear end of the compartment. 
Con­ 
ductor Devins was in the aisle of the 
passenger 
compartment 
and 
was 
thrown through the door into the 
baggage end, falling under the tank of 
the engine. 
It was about the engines that those 
most seriously injured 
were found. 
\Jador the passenger engine lay Fire­ 
man Conc buried beneath the coal. 
It required an hour and a half of hard 
work to get him out, and then it was 
found th at he had been frightfully 
scalded from the waist down and had 1 
been so badly crushed about the chest 
th at he could hardly breathe. 


Brakeman Under the Engine. 


Under tie light engine 
lay the 
brakeman who had joined 
the crew 
only a day or two ago. 
He was an 
Englishman, and was not known to 
anybody on 
either 
train. 
Among 
themselves the trainm en had called 
him ‘‘English." 
Engineer W alker had been throw n 
many feet from the track and lay nn- 
conclous. Firem an Williams had jumped 
clear just before the crash occurred 
and rolled about fifty yards before he 
stopped. 
A providential escape was th a t of 
Baggageman Fred Hauser, of this city. 
His wife w anted to go with him today 
and he urged her not to go. 
8he per­ 
sisted aud was in the rear passenger 
coach. 
After leaving Rosooe Hauser 
stepped out cf the baggage ear and 
went back and sat beside his wife. 
He had hardly seated himself when 
the crash came. 
Had he been in the 
car his death would have been almost 
inevitable. 
rM M ogen Were Not Hart, 


None of the passengers were seri 
ously hurt. 
A few were jarred by be 
lug throw n against the seat in front, 
and one man who was w hittling when 
the orash oame, out off the end of his 
thumb. 
As soon as the news of the wreck 
could be telephoned out, a special was 
sent from Beloit w ith six physicians 
on board. 
The Janesville wrecking 
crew was hurriedly gotten together 
and sent on another special, with As­ 
sistant Superintendent F. R. Moulton 
in cnarge. It was found th at the track 
had not been tom up, and the report 
was sent th a t an hour's work would 
be sufficient to open the road. 
Dispute as to Orders. 
Inquiries were begun a t once as to 
the Tesponsibiiity for the wreck. 
The 
station agent a t Caledonia rode up to 
the wreck on a hand oar, and while 
talking with passengers, declared tu at 
he gave no orders to the light englae 
and th at the engine had no clearance 
from Caledonia. 
It waB assumed from 
this th at 
the 
light engine 
was 
running with orders to simply keep 
clear of the southbound passenger. 
The report a t the wreck was th at the 
engineer and fireman of No. 36 had 
figured on their tim e before leaving 
Caledonia and had made up their 
minds th at there was time to reach 
Roccoe before the passenger was due 
to leave. 
Firem an Williams of No. 36 
denied this. 


Fireman Williams’ Statement 
“ We got orders in Caledonia to run 
special to Evansville" he said. 
“ We 
have those orders with us." 
Engineer Walsh came here Thurs> 
dap of last week to take his new run, 
to which Engineer James Walsh, of 
this city, had at first been assigned. 
With Engineer Walsh came his son, a 
boy of nineteen. 
The boy is supposed 
to have gone on to Port A rthur, Tex. 


Four Brought Up from Roscoe on Conduc­ 
tor J. H. Gower’s Train. 
The bodies of Engineer Walsh and 
the brakeman were left in Roscoe un­ 
til after the inquest. 
Conductor J. H. 
Dower's train brought the wounded 
back to Janesville at ll o’clock. 
Conductor Devins was able to sit up, 
aud was taken in a carriage to his 
home on Linn street, Fourth ward. A 
bandage tightly drawn about him sup­ 
ported two broken ribs. Burgeons who 
examined him expressed fears of seri 
oaa injury about the lungs. 
Engineer Walker and Firemen Cone 
a n i Williams were taken to the Palmer 
hospital in the patrol wagon. 
Walker 
rallied at the hospital and seerucu 
likely to survive. 
His left eye had 
been driven out and his skull puuct- j 
ared just over the eye. 
His left leg ( 
was broken above the knee. 
Pireman Cone was burned badly 
about both legs, and the left arm and 
about the head, 
He 
was braised 
about the 
head but 
had no hoi: >r. 
broken. 
Fireman Williams 
had no bone? 
broken, but was suffering from outs 
and bruises. 
“ English," the brakeman, was not 
, killed instantly, Beloit physicians re­ 
port. 
He was lifted up and given a 
drink of water. 
A moment later he 
dropped back dead.

BRAND NEW DISH IN SAN FRANCIS­ 


C O ’S C H IN ESE RESTAURANTS. 


■ Brought la Swimming In rn Tab—Then 
Siloed Along the Back and Sides end 
Vinegar Poured In Its Eyes — Served 
W ith a Thick Brown Sauce. 


Home of the most select of the China­ 
town rounders in San Francisco have 
been treated during the last few weeks 
to a brand new delicacy. 
According to 
their earnest opinion, it is a wonder and 
way ahead of the kindred delicacies of 
bird’s nest soup, shark’s fin, pickled 
Ii-chee nuts, preserved eggs and similar 
comfits. 
It is understood, however, that this 
new delicacy, while strange to the white 
patrons, has been popular in China for 
rn m atter of 2,000 years or so. 
At any 
cate, the Chinese patrons of the amaz­ 
ing dish seem to know and reverence it, 
and to all intents and purposes it is 
hailed by them as the average American 
bows down to the subtle terrapin. 
Simply described, the dish is no more 
cir less than raw, live fish. 
Usually it 
appears to be some species resembling 
the salmon trout, but on occasions it ap­ 
pears similar to tim rockfish. 
If the 
Chinese chefs are to be believed, these 
fish are brought alive from China in 
tubs, and this statement is in a measure 
corroborated by the statement of local 
fish men, who say the fish are unlike 
anything found in America. * 
It is only the favored few of the white 
patrons that have had the opportunity 
to sample this new dainty. Others that 
have asked to have it served have been 
received with that blank expression used 
by the wily Mongolians to confuse the 
w hite barbarians. Eut the favored ones 
that have tasted it say it is good, even 
delicious. 
It requires at least a day’s notice to 
obtain the new dainty, for not even the 
regular Chinese patrons can get it off­ 
hand. 
Then when the dish is ready to 
be served the Ttatrou is notified to pre­ 
sent himself at tLie restaurant.

Washington, March 22.—The house 
Monday passed the Maine relief bill 
unanimously, rejecting the amendment 
of Mr. Cannon, chairman of the ap­ 
propriations committee.

pay, without rations, in full compensa­ 
tion for losses sustained by them.

Thomas Pratt Has Fitted Four Wings to 
His Novel Diving Vessel. 
Thomas Pratt of Clinton, N. J., has 
nearly completed a novel craft. She is 28 
feet over all, 5 feet in beam, and her 
draft is 4 feet 8 inches. When floating, 
she is similar in some respects to the Hol­ 
land submarine torpedo boat. 
Her sink­ 
ing and rising are controlled by what 
Mr. Pratt terms “ friction w ings,” of 
which there are four, one forward and 
one aft of the port bow and stern and 
the same on the starboard bow aud 
stern. 
No rudder is used on this boat, as the 
wings take its place. Twin engines de­ 
velop about 12 horsepower. The boiler 
is of a new type, the inventor’s chief 
idea in the boat, and it is his secret. 
The boiler not only supplies pressure 
for the engine, but provides fresh air to 
the crew. 
When the boat is about to be sub­ 
merged, according to Mr. Pratt, she 
takes in sufficient water ballast to al­ 
most sink her. This ballast can be taken 
aboard in a minute, aud the friction 
wheels do the rest. The wheel is of the 
outward twist type. 
The boat is fitted with dynamo and 
storage battery for submerged use and 
a powerful searchlight, which can be 
used above or below water. The speed 
of this boat, it is said, will be about 12 
knots an hour aud eight knots when sub­ 
merged.—New York World.
